Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  report  on  the  health  of 
the  district  during  1970» 

One  feature  of  the  vital  statistics  in  recent  years  has  been 
the  low  birth  rate.  This  rate  when  corrected  by  the  Registrar 
General’s  comparability  factor  is  only  just  over  half  the  rate  for 

f 

England  and  V/ales.  Newcastle  and  Northumberland  have  a birth  rate 
below  the  national  average,  but  nowhere  near  as  low  as  that  of 
Castle  V/ard.  The  reason  for  the  low  rate  in  this  district  would 
seem  to  be  that  the  large  influx  of  population  into  Castle  V/ard 
in  recent  years  was  mainly  of  established  families,  i.e.  families 
who  had  their  children  either  before  or  shortly  after  coming  to 
this  district.  Conversely,  there  are  not  so  many  houses  in  the 
district  suitable  for  young  married  couples  and  those  belonging  to 
the  district  may  move  elsewhere  at  the  time  when  they  are  most 
likely  to  have  children. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  has  always  been  high, 
but  more  than  half  of  these  have  been  at  long  stay  hospitals  or 
the  Thomas  Taylor  Homes.  This  year  the  adjusted  death  rate  is 
above  that  of  England  and  Wales.  In  the  early  part  of  1970  there 
was  an  outbreak  of  influenza  and  an  increased  death  rate  at  this 
time. 


A part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  can  do  very  little  on 
his  own,  and  I would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Strachan  and  the  members  of 
the  Health  Department  for  their  good  work  during  the  year.  I 
would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  in  and  support  of  the  work  of  the 
department .

CAUSES  OF  DEATH 


In  previous  years  it  has  been  possible,  in  spite  of  one  or 
two  discrepancies,  to  amplify  the  table  of  the  Registrar  General 
on  causes  of  death  by  some  tables  prepared  from  local  records. 

This  year  the  variation  between  our  records  and  the  table  produced 
by  the  Registrar  General  both  in  total  numbers  and  in  age  groups 
and  causes  of  death  is  wider.  We  ho-ve  only  records  of  394  deaths, 
of  which  318  were  in  persons  resident  in  long-stay  hospitals  or 
other  institutions.  Of  these,  144  (including  13  from  the  residential 
institutions)  were,  inward  transfers-,  that  is  residents  of  the  district 
who  died  outoide,  e.g.  in  hospital  in  Newcastle  upon  Tyne.

The  number  of  notifications  of  tuberculosis  increased  during 
1970.  Since  two  adjacent  districts  also  had  an  increased  number, 
the  matter  was  taken  up  v/ith  the  Chest  Physicians  at  Newcastle 
East  and  V/est  Chest  Clinics.  There  was  a group  of  three  cases  at 
one  long  stay  hospital  but  otherwise  there  seemed  to  be  no 
connection  between  the  cases.  V/hile  the  matter  will  be  kept 
under  review,  it  would  seem  to  be  a coincidence  rather  than  an 
epidemiologically  significant  increase  in  tuberculosis.

Salmonella  Infections 

Three  members  of  a family  of  four  who  had  been  to  Majorca 
on  holiday  in  June  were  found  to  be  excreting  the  organism 
Salmonella  typhimurium  on  their  return.  The  illness  was  persistent 
and  it  was  August  before  negative  specimens  were  obtained  from  all 
members  of  the  family. 

A young  man  on  holiday  abroad  was  admitted  to  hospital  and  a 
diagnosis  of  typhoid  was  made,  although  the  organism  was  never 
isolated.  On  his  return  a number  of  specimens  were  taken,  but  all 
were  negative.  He  became  ill  shortly  after  leaving  this  country, 
and  he  could  possibly  have  contracted  the  infection  before  he  left. 
However,  all  the  members  of  his  family  were  negative  on  testing. 

Sewer  swabs  were  put  down  in  the  vicinity  and  these  also  were 
negative.  No  possible  source  of  the  infection  in  this  area  could 
be  identified. 

Staphylococcal  Infection 

A lady  in  the  district  became  ill  tv/o  hours  after  opening  and 
sampling  the  contents  of  a tin  of  imported  ham.  The  ham  did  not 
taste  right,  and  no  other  members  of  the  family  had  any.  The  tin 
was  brought  to  this  department  the  next  day  and  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  where  a very  heavy  growth  of  coagulase  positive 
Staphylococcus  aureus  was  obtained.  The  organism  was  subsequently 
found  to  produce  enterotoxin.  The  retailer  was  seen  by  Hr.  Strachan 
and  advised  to  withhold  all  stocks  of  this  brand  of  ham.  Four  other 
tins  were  sent  to  the  laboratory.  Two  were  found  to  be  clear  but  in 
the  other  two  Staphylococcus  aureus  was  found.  In  one  tin  the  growth 
was  very  scanty  and  in  the  other  it  was  not  coagulase  positive. 

The  Department  of  Health,,  the  importers  and  the  headquarters  of 
the  retailing  concern  v/ere  all  informed  of  these  results.  The 
batches  found  to  contain  Staphylococci  were  removed  from  circulation. 
Further  testing  was  done,  which  v/as  negative,  and  the  importers 
advised  the  firm  abroad  on  the  methods  of  preparing  and  canning  the 
ham. 

Epidemic  Vomiting 

Almost  half  of  the  children  at  a rural  school  became  ill 
with  nausea  and  vomiting  on  8th  and  9th  October.  /J.1  the  children 
have  school  meals,  and  it  v;as  at  first  thought  to  be  an  outbreak  of 
food  poisoning.  However,  cases  continued  to  develop  over  a period 
of  2 - 3 days,  specimens  taken  were  negative,  and  enquiry  revealed 
that  the  outbreak  was  only  part  of  a more  widespread  epidemic  of 
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vomiting  in  the  areao  The  infection  was  mild  and  most  pupils 
recovered  quiclfLy,  The  cause  of  these  outbreaks  has  never  been 
determined  but  it  is  thought  most  likely  that  a virus  is 
responsible* 

Infectious  Hepatitis 

Cases  occurred  throughout  the  year  mostly  on  Newbiggin  Hall 
Estate.  All  cases  were  visited.  In  about  half  of  the  cases 
there  was  contact  with  a previous  case,  either  at  home,  in  the 
neighbourhood  or  at  school.  In  the  remainder,  no  possible  source 
could  be  ascertained. 

Measles 


A number  of  cases  occurred  in  the  spring  and  summer.  Measles 
used  to  be  a winter  disease  and  sharp  outbreaks  occurred  every  two 
years.  Recent  outbreaks  have  been  much  more  gradual,  lasting  the 
better  part  of  a year,  with  May,  June  and  July  being  the  worst 
months. 

Influenza 


An  outbreak  due  to  the  Hong  Kong  variant  of  the  Influenza  A2 
virus  started  around  Christmas  and  reached  its  peak  in  the 

first  two  weeks  of  1970.  The  deaths  attributed  to  influenza 
occurred  in  January,  and  during  this  month  the  number  of  deaths 
from  all  causes  also  increased.  Local  offices  of  the  Department 
of  Social  Security  reported  sickness  absence  some  above  the 

normal  average.  This  outbreak  was  relatively  sparing  on  children 
and  the  elderly,  and  seemed  particularly  to  affect  people  in  the 
v/orking  age  groups.

The  number  of  infants  receiving  primary  triple  and  poliomyelitis 
vaccine  is  much  below  last  year’s  level. 


Measles  vaccine  was  introduced  in  1968,  when  6o8  children  were 
vaccinated.  In  March  I969  the  principal  manufacturer  had  to  v/ith- 
draw  supplies  because  of  doubts  about  safety,  and  only  219  children 
were  vaccinated  in  1969.  Supplies  did  not  become  freely  available 
until  the  summer  of  1970,  and  3II  children  were  given  vaccine  before 
the  end  of  the  year.  Unfortunately  the  gap  in  supplies  of  vaccine 
was  long  enough  to  allow  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  the  spring  and 
sumriier  of  1970. 

Rubella  vaccine  was  introduced  in  the  autumn  of  1970.  Rubella, 
or  german  measles,  is  in  itself  not  a serious  disease  but  is 
important  because  if  contracted  by  a woman  in  the  early  months  of 
pregnancy  it  can  lead  to  serious  deformities  in  the  foetus.  With 
this  in  mind,  vaccine  is  being  offered  to  girls  only  in  their  l4th 
year,  i.e,  well  before  the  years  of  child  bearing.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December  1970.  Progressive  activity  in  the  field  of  environmental 
hygiene  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Details  under  the  different  headings  indicate  the  extent  of  the 
work.  It  is,  however,  inevitable  that  a considerable  amount  of  time 
is  spent  on  matters  which  by  their  nature,  i.e.  interviewing,  advice, 
etc.,  are  unable  to  be  described  and  reported  on. 

The  policy  of  discussion  and  persuasion  with  offenders  against 
Acts  and  Regulations  continues  with  advantage.  It  is  only  in  cases 
when  this  form  of  approach  fails,  which  are  few,  that  the  service  of 
informal  notices,  followed  when  necessary  by  statutory  notices,  is 
undertaken. 

Particular  attention  continues  to  be  directed  to  regular 
inspection  of  food  premises. 

A group  of  144  houses  is  under  consideration,  with  the  view  of 
forming  a "General  Improvement  .Area". 

As  in  previous  years,  the  erection  of  new  dwellings  continues 
at  a steady  pace,  and  in  this  connection  151  houses  were  built  for 
private  ownership  and  14  by  the  Council. 

The  implementation  of  the  Castle  \7ard  No.1  (Newbiggin  Hall/ 
VVhorlton  Grange)  Smoke  Control  Order,  whilst  under  way,  unfortunately 
will  not  be  completed  until  early  1971*  The  progress  made  so  far  has 
already  resulted  in  a general  improvement  in  the  atmosphere  in  that 
part  of  the  Rural  District.

The  above-mentioned  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  January  1970. 

It  is  a short  Act,  but  provides  the  necessary  controls  to  secure  the 
humane  slaughter  of  turkeys  or  domestic  fowl  intended  for  human 
consumption.  The  Act  requires  that  all  birds  shall  be  slaughtered 
instantaneously,  either  by  decapitation,  dislocation  of  the  neck,  or 
stunning  by  an  approved  instrument. 


The  only  exemption  to  these  provisions  are  where  birds  are 
slaughtered  by  the  Jewish  and  Muslim  method  for  the  food  of  Jews  and 
Muslims. 


It  is  also  the  duty  of  each  local  authority  to  maintain  a 
register  of  all  premises  in  its  area  where  turkeys  or  domestic  fowls 
are  stunned  before  slaughter.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


A weekly  collection  of  househo.ld  and  trade  refuse  throughout  the 
thirteen  parishes,  covering  an  area  of  approximately  one  hundred  and 
twenty  five  square  miles, was  maintained.  As  in  the  previous  year,  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  was  lost  through  sickness.  Some  of  the 
adjoining  local  authorities  experience  the  same  difficulties  in 
maintaining  the  service  through  time  lost  in  this  way. 

It  is  a Council  policy  that  no  work  of  collection  is  carried 
over  to  the  follov/ing*week.  Due  to  sickness, etc.  this  has  inevitably 
resulted  in  a certain  amount  of  overtime. 

Special  collections  are  made  from  a large  hotel  and  the  Newcastle 
Airport  on  Saturdays,  and  in  the  case  of  the  latter  on  Sundays  during 
the  season.  In  both  cases  a charge  is  made. 

A free  service  is  provided  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
bulky  household  articles,  i.e.  furniture,  pianos,  beds,  mattresses 
etc.  Garden  refuse  is  also  collected,  provided  that  the  quantity  is 
small  and  can  be  collected  at  the  same  time  as  the  domestic  refuse. 
Otherwise  a charge  is  made. 
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Two  refuse  disposal  points  where  residents  of  the  district  can 
dispose  of  unwanted  articles  are  situated  near  Dinnington  Village  to 
serve  the  eastern  area  of  the  district  together  with  north-east  and 
south-east,  and  Kirkley  disused  gravel  pit  to  serve  the  west,  south- 
west and  north-west.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  service  mentioned 
above  has  resulted  in  the  infrequent  use  of  these  points  by  the  public. 

Although  these  facilities  exist  for  the  disposal  of  waste  material, 
unwanted  articles,  etc.,  the  dumping  of  litter  in  field  gateways  and 
grass  verges  on  the  highway  still  persists. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act 
1967^  arrangements  were  made  for  the  disposal  of  three  unwanted  motor 
cars.  Two  of  these  were  collected  by  a car  dismantling  merchant  and 
the  other  was  deposited  on  Stannington  refuse  tip. 

Apart  from  the  above,  a further  four  cars  were  deposited  without 
authority  on  the  Belsay  tip. 

li/herever  possible  the  use  of  bulk  containers,  i.e.  I-J  cu.yd.  bins, 
to  service  schools,  hospitals,  etc.  is  encouraged.  Two  of  the  fleet 
of  refuse  vehicles  are  supplied  with  the  necessary  lifting  machinery 
to  handle  this  type  of  container. 

The  character  and  quantity  of  refuse  is  slowly  changing.  It  is  the 
volume  now,  not  the  density  which  is  the  real  issue.  One  constituent 
stands  out  before  all  others  as  the  main  cause  of  volume  increase.  As 
one  would  expect,  it  is  paper.  This  involves  something  like  6^%  of  the 
refuse  collected.  To  remove  this  amount,  together  with  other  combust- 
ible matter,  would  solve  the  biggest  problem  facing  controlled  tipping, 
the  method  still  favoured  thi'oughout  rural  districts  on  economical  grounds. 

SEPTIC  TAriK  I7IPTYIMG  BBWICS 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  Council  for  properties  unable  to 
be  connected  to  the  public  sewers,  and  a 1,000  gallon  four-wheel  drive 
cesspool  emptier  is  employed.  In  spite  of  the  extensive  sewerage 
schemes  throughout  the  district,  there  are  more  than  six  hundred 
properties  drained  into  septic  tanks,  and  these  are  de-sludged  twice 
a year  in  the  normal  course  of  events. 

The  service  is  provided  free  for  domestic  properties;  a charge 
is  made  where  a tank  serves  business  premises. 

Following  the  transfer  of  part  of  Stannington  IVard  No.  1 to  the 
Seaton  Valley  Urban  District  Council,  a request  was  received  from  that 
authority  to  continue  the  septic  tank  emptying  service  at  the  seven 
properties  transferred.  This  was  authorised  by  the  Council  and  the 
service  is  now  provided,  the  cost  being  reimbursed  by  Seaton  Valley 
Urban  District  Council. 
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NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT 

Two  complaints  under  this  heading  were  received  during  the  year 
under  review,  houh  consisting  of  noise  from  compressing  machines. 

One  was  from  a dentist’s  surgery  and  the  other  from  a supermarket. 

In  the  former  instance  it  was  found  that  the  automatic  cut-out  was 
defective  and  in  the  latter  case  a sound  proofing  material  was 
effectively  applied.

Most  of  the  present  tipping  sites  have  a limited  life,  and  the 
provision  of  new  sites  is  a continuing  pre-occnpation. 

During  the  year,  the  disused  refuse  tip  at  Collingwood  Cottages, 
on  which  had  been  deposited  large  quantities  of  top  cover,  was  levelled 
and  graded.  This  tipping  point  had  been  used  for  over  twenty  years. 

Two  sections  of  this  large  area  had  already  been  levelled  and  graded 
and  the  remaining  sector,  to  which  the  above  remarks  apply,  has  resulted 
in  a total  area  of  eleven  acres  being  reclaimed  for  agricultural  use. 

Planning  permission  has  been  obtained  for  the  use  of  land  near 
Robsheugh  Burn  at  Jiuntlaw  for  a tipping  point.  The  work  of  providing 
an  approved  entrance  from  the  highway  and  a road  and  paper  screens  is 
being  arranged.

WATER  SUPPLY

the  rural  district.  Most  premises  are  now  connected  to  these  mains 
except  where  the  cost  of  connection  is  considered  prohibitive,  and 
these  premises  are  served  by  their  own  private  supplies.  In  addition, 
the  villages  of  Belsay  and  Capheaton  rely  on  estate  supplies  which 
are  adequate. 

Regular  sampling  for  bacteriological  examination  is  carried  out, 
emphasis  being  placed  on  private  supplies.  In  addition,  frequent 
sampling  from  mains  supplies  is  carried  out  by  the  water  undertaker. 
Details  are  given  overleaf.

In  the  case  of  unsatisfactory  samples,  action  is  taken  to  restore 
the  supply  to  a wholesome  condition  or  to  connect  to  the  main. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  M.  J.  Lowther,  B.Sc.,  F.I.C.E.,  F.I.V/.E.  , 
M.BcI.M.,  Chief  Engineer,  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company,  for 
the  following  informat ion: - 

”1001  works  control  samples  from  'Whittle  Dene  and  Henderson 
Filters  were  examined  in  the  Company's  laboratory  during  the  year, 
all  of  which  were  "satisfactory”,  with  one  exception  which  contained 
1 Coliform  organism  per  100  ml  of  sample.  No  E coli  were  found. 

31  works  control  samples  of  Coquet  water  were  all  satisfactory. 

I 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  247  samples  of  water  from  the 
Coquet  Water  Board's  Warkworth  plant  were  taken  at  Longbenton  Governor 
House.  Two  of  these  samples  were  "unsatisfactory”  but  check  samples 
were  found  to  be  "satisfactory”  as  were  the  other  243  samples. 

384  samples  from  special  sampling  points  in  Newcastle  upon  Tyne 
were  all  satisfactory. 
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12  random  samples  were  taken  from  each  of  the  Urban  Districts, 
all  of  which  were  classified  ’’satisfactory”. 

Fluoridation  has  been  practised  at  ^/hittle  Dene  and  at  the 
Henderson  Filters  since  October  I968.  The  concentration  of  fluoride 
ion  in  the  supplies  from  these  works  was  maintained  at  1.0  milli- 
grammes per  litre  during  the  year.

PREVENTION  OF  DA14AGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  it  is  the  duty  of  local 
authorities  to  ensure  as  far  as  possible  that  their  districts  are 
kept  free  from  rats  and  mice,  and  a full-time  rodent  operator  is 
employed  by  the  Council.  His  duties  include  the  regular  treatment 
of  Council  sewers  and  refuse  tips,  observation  of  agricultural 
properties  and  eradication  of  certain  insect  pests. 

The  Act  imposes  on  occupiers  the  duty  of  keeping  their 
premises  free  from  rats  and  mice, 'but  it  is  this  Council's  policy 
to  treat  infestations  of  domestic  premises  free  of  charge.  A charge 
is  made  for  the  treatment  of  business  premises,  and  £119  was  recovered 
for  this  service  in  the  current  year. 

Rodent  control  is  co-ordinated  nationally  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  8<  Food  through  the  medium  of  Area  Liaison 
Committees  which  meet,  periodically  and  afford  an  opportunity  of 
discussing  mutual  problems  v/ith  officers  of  neighbouring  authorities.

E-IPRQVEMENT  GRANTS

The  introduction  of  the  Housing  Act  19^9  hid  not,  so  it  is  under- 
stood, do  much  towards  increasing  the  rate  of  improvements  to  older 
houses  within  certain  parts  of  the  country.  This  is  in  spite  of  the 
generous  increase  in  grant  aid  from  £400  to  £1,000  per  dwelling  which 
the  act  provides  for  the  discretionary  grant  applicant. 
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The  table  below  may  at  first  sight  tend  to  illustrate  this  lack 
of  enthusiasm  within  our  own  area,  but  this  has  certainly  not  been 
the  case.  It  should  be  remembered  that  throughout  the  whole  period 
since  the  inception  of  the  improvement  grant  scheme  in  1949  there 
has  been  steady  progress  year  by  year  in  the  number  of  properties 
improved,  the  result  being  that  by  far  the  majority  of  rural  prop- 
erties, once  in  great  need  of  improvement  and  repair,  have  been 
brought  up  to  the  present-day  standard.  91?  properties  have  been 
modernised  in  this  way. 


Dwellings  that  do  remain  below  standard  are  isolated,  with  one 
main  exception,  at  Hazier igg.  Here,  there  has  been  no  real  progress 
on  120  flats,  much  in  need  of  improvement.-  A great  deal  has  been 
done  to  influence  and  encourage  owners  of  properties  on  this  estate 
to  carry  out  improvements,  and  towards  this  end  several  public 
meetings  were  held  with  the  aim  in  mind  to  smooth  out  any  problems 
and  deal  with  the  many  queries  they  had. 


The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  film  entitled 
’’Streets  Ahead”  was  introduced  at  one  meeting  to  illustrate  what  can 
be  achieved  with  this  older  type  dwelling.  Up  to  the  present  time, 
the  response  has  been  poor.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLIUTION 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1936 

The  Castle  Ward  No.  1 (Newbiggin  Hall/VTiorlton  Grange)  Smoke 
Control  Order  19^9  was  to  have  come  into  effect  on  1st  October  1970. 

The  Order  covers  306  acres  betv/een  the  two  estates  of  Newbiggin  Hall 
and  V/horlton  Grange  (the  latter  privately  owner),  involving  some 
3,245  properties,  one-third  of  which  require  conversions. 

Due  to  the  amount  of  work  involved,  for  which  the  Newcastle  City 
Council  are  responsible,  in  converting  1,02?  appliances,  it  was  not 
found  possible  to  complete  the  programme  on  time.  Adding  greatly 

to  the  work  was  the  very  large  number  of  tenants  who  took  advantage 
of  the  Corporation's  offer  to  instal  gas,  electric  or  solid  fuel 
central  heating  at  a moderate  rent  increase.  It  is  therefore  felt 
that  in  implementing  the  Smoke  Control  Order  at  Newbiggin  Hall,  it 
has  not  only  achieved  clean  air,  which  though  not  complete  has  already 
been  noticed  and  commented  upon  by  the  community,  but  has  also  been 
instrumental  in  providing  a higher  and  much  more  comfortable  living 
standard. 

In  the  aged  persons'  bungalows,  it  is  intended  to  provide  one 
gas  heating  unit  at  each  of  the  four  groups  of  dwellings,  and  all  will 
be  provided  with  domestic  hot  water  and  space  heating  from  this  source. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  783  appliances  had  been  changed  to 
comply  with  the  Act.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  of  the  above, 
102  tenants  chose  electric,  259  gsis,  and  422  chose  to  have  solid  fuel 
appliances  installed. 

In  May  of  this  year,  the  production  of  Gloco,  a smokeless  fuel  for 
the  open  fire, came  to  an  end.  This  caused  particular  hardship  in  other 
smoke  control  areas,  where  conversions  had  been  made  at  an  earlier 
stage  to  burn  this  type  of  fuel,  the  largest  demand  always  being  for 
Gloco,  throughout  the  north-east  region. 

Whilst  the  demand  subsequently  increased  for  the  hard  coke 
Sunbrite,  only  one  fuel  merchant  delivering  within  our  area  seemed  to 
find  it  difficult  to  obtain  the  quantity  he  required.  To  our  knowledge 
all  who  had  converted  co  the  closed  stove,  however,  received  adequate 
supplies  of  fuel. 

The  operative  date  of  the  Order  is  now  1st  June  1971?  by  which 
time  the  remaining  270,  including  those  at  li/horlton  Grange,  should 
comply  with  the  Clean  Air  Act.

Two  deposit  gauges  have  been  installed,  one  sited  to  the  west 
and  the  other  to  the  east  of  the  quarry  workings.  The  help  of  the 
Inspector  of  Alkali  Etc  l/orks  was  sought,  who  gave  certain  advice 
regarding  methods  of  control  to  reduce  the  amount  of  dust  escaping 
to  the  atmosphere.  During  the  year,  these  have  been  implemented,  and 
this  has  had  the  desired  effect  of  lessening  the  dust  nuisance. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  control  of  quarries  such  as  this 
will  come  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Alkali  Inspectorate  in 
the  near  future.
